Captain Moise commenced bia long 


and eventful career back in 1844 on a 
tbirty-ton schooner, wbich was en 
gaged iu tbe fishing tia'ie ou tb 
Eastern coast, says the S F. Chroni- 
cle. Since then be has sailed th 
Mediterranean, spent four years iu 
the pepper trade on the west coast o 
Sumatra, has been engaged in tbe fu 
trade <>u the east coast of Siberia, auc 
has made miny trips to tbe coral isl- 
ands of the Pacific-, besides innumer 
able visits to every inhabitable ipo 
in the broad Pacific ocean. 


During his long career at 8Pa Cap- 


tain Morse has bad an opportunity 
for observing and studying tbe qUf>e 
people who inhabit the many group 
of small islands with which tbe broai 
Pacific is flrrke.l, and at his lecture 
be will develop an interesting idea 
iu respect to iheir origin. Captain 
Morse disputes the theory advuucec 
by most writers, that the inhabitant 
of the Society islands, the Hawaiian 
islands and the other island groups in 
the tropics came originally from Af-ia 
He has satisfied himself that they 
came from America, and he is full o 
intelligent arguments iu support o 
bis theory. 
"In tbe first place," s-aiil Captain 


Morse, in speaking of the matter 
''we have every reason to believe thai 
the natives of the Sandwich island: 
came originally from the Society isl 
ands. They have a tradition, which 
has been handed down by their fore 
fathers, that the progenitors of tb'ei 
race came in canoes from the south- 
ward. 
Now in my estimation, i 


would have been impossible for the 
natives of the Society if-lauds- to have 
made their way eai-tward from tbe 
coai»t of Asia HJ small cunoes, whei 
tbe winds and currents are all againsi 
them. 
"I do not believe thattbe important 


question of wind- and currents was 
considered by the historians w'lohuve 
attempted to settle this matter. The 
trade wind? in the tropics blow frou 
the east and strike the equator at ar 
angle of forty-five degrees. 
To he 


more specific, the trmle winds north 
of the equatcr blow from tbe north- 
e»»t. Below the equator they blow 
from Ihe southeast. The currents H 
the tropics tollow tbe direction of thv 
trade winds—that is, fr«m ea-t to west 
Now, 
all the island-" referred to are in 


the tropic*, and it stand* to 
that the slight canoes iu which tbe-e 
ancient navigators' traveled must have 
gone with tbe wind* anil currents 


That the inhabitant* of the Ulancic 


off the east coa-t of Asia cams from 
Asia, there is no doubt 
We find ou 


the Mart-hall and Solomon Islands an 
entirely different race of people from 
those who inhabit the islands further 
east. They are as black as jet, and 
their hair is short anil curly. 
Tbe 


natives of the Sorie'y and Sandwich 
Islands are ligbt-complexioned and 
their hair i* long and siraiirlit. 


"These are not the only facts in 


support o; the theory that the people 
in question arc the des<vijdautn of the 
native Americans. There i? a lot ot 
olo stone work in tbe Hawaiian Isl- 
ands which be^rs a striking resem- 
blance to similar work found in Mex- 
ico.

Mr. Walter Besant, in his interest- 


ing biography of Cook, is of opinion 
that the death of the navigator was 
the most remarkable in the whole his 
lory of ocean disaster. King, Samuel, 
Gilbert and others of Cook's com- 
panions gave their narratives of the 
event, but the true history of It was 
not known till William Ellis, agent 
of the London Mls-ionary Society, 
visited the Island in 1823 and con 
versed with natives who had seen the 
murder committed. 
There was, it 


seemed, a legend among them that 
Lono, the swine pod, had murdered 
his wife through jealousy, ana then, 
having instituted athletic games in 
her memory, sailed for a foreign land, 
prophesying: "I will return in after 
times on an island bearing cocoanut 
trees, swine and dogs." 


When Cook arrived, not only on a 


ship with masts, but also with men in 
cocked hats, who were smoking to- 
bacco, eating the red watermellon and 
taking things from their pockets, and 
therefore thought to be floating on 
islands with high trees, to have heads 
horned like the moon, to carry fires 
burning in 
raw flesh of 
their bodies what they required, these 
simple savages imagined them im- 
mortal beings, and that the ancient 
prediction was at length accomplished. 
Though Cook kn«w noihiug of the 
legend, it seems Incredible that wheu 
on tbe Island, in the midst of the na- 
tives, he did not perceive that they 
were paying him divine honors in 
their prostrations, litanies, sacrifices 
and kisses, but, at any rate, tbe priests 
caused the people to bring him offer- 
ings of pigs, truit and cloth, which 
supplied his crews in the Revolution 
and Discovery, and he allowed this 
homage

"Thus ended In- 
gloriously," writes Besant, "and aa 
the result of an ill-advised attempt at 
high-handed justice, the life of tbe

THE l/SEFUL BANANA. 


Leaves and Pulp Applied to 


Many Purposes. 


Iu the West Indies the diied leaves 


and prepared perilous of tlie stern are 
used as packing materials. 
Fresh 


leaves are used to shade young coffee 
or cacao seedliugs in nursery beds, 
and to cover cacao beans during fer 
mentation. 
The young unopened 


leaves are so smooth and soft that 
they are used as "cinjsbiug" for blis- 
ters. In India the dried .stalk of the 
plantain leaf is used as a rough kind 
of twine, and the larger parts are 
made into small boxes for holding 
snuff, drugs, etc 


In the Malay Peninsula the ash of 


the leaf and leaf-ntalk is used instead 
of soap or fuller's earth in washing 
clothes, and a solution of the ash is 
often ut-ed as a salt In cooking. In 
the Dutch Indies the skin of the plan- 
tain is used for blackeuing shoes. The 
juice which flows from all cut parts of 
tbe banana Is rich in tannin, and of so 
black a nature that it may be used as 
&n indelible marking ink. 
In Java 


the leaves of the " wax oanana" are 
covered on tne under side with a white 
powder, which yields a valuable kinds 
of bananas. The most valuable wax, 
clear, hard and whitish, forming an 
important article of trade. The ashes 
of tbe leaves, stem and fruit rind are 
employed in Bengal in many dyeing 
processes. In Siam a cigarette wrap- 
per la made from the leaves. 


Fibre is got from the stems of many 


is the "Manila hemp" of commerce, 
which holds the chief place for mak 
ing white ropes and cordage 
Old 


ropes made of it form an excellent 
paper-making material, much used in 
the United States for stout packing 
papers. The Manila hemp industry 
is a large one. About 50,000 tons of 
fibre, valued at £3,000,000, are annu- 
ally exported from the Philippine 
islands. Tbe Manila hemp plant is 
grown exclusively in the southeastern 
part of the Philippines, and all at- 
tempts to grow it elsewhere have 
failed. Many articles are made from 
Manila hemp—mats, cords, bats, lace 
handkerchiefs of tbe finest texture, 
plaited work and various qualities of 
paper. At Woblau, in Switzerland, 
an industry has been started for mak- 
ing lace and materials for ladies' hats 
from it. By a simple process it Is 
made into straw exactly resembling 
tbe finest wheat straw for plaiting. 


MONGOOSE IN

use of going? I have my time filled 
already with church and social du- 
ties. 
Why should I dawdle two 


hours in an art gallery when I know 
not the first thing about Art? I 
really should like to know why you 
are going—if you are. 


Miss Pallet —Why, to see what 


tbe lion has done, of course. 


Miss Minor.—I am going chiefly to 
see Irma's picture. I have scarcely 
seen her for the past month—she has 
been so busy. 


Mrs. Pettee.—I'm going because 
there is a horrid spot on the paper in 
our parlor, and I want to buy a picture 
that will fit and harmonize. 
The Others.—Fit and harmonizt! 


O, you Philistine! 
Mrs Pettee.—l know it 
But I 


might as well buy my picture there 
as any where. Encourage home talent, 
I say. (She sips tea calmly.) 


Mrs. Stanton.—Are you exhibiting, 


Miss Pallet? 
Miss Pallet.—No, I am a new-corn 
er. Besides, I am diffident. But I 
shall go to g«t the calibre of your 
artists. 
Mrs. Blake.—For my part, I go 
to get what I can from the pictures. 
I am painfully Ignorant— 


(Cries of Ob, Mrs. Blake!) 
—but I learn something in every ex- 
hibition, and I am a member of tbe 
League. 
Miss Minor.—O Mrs. Blake, won't 


you tell us how you learn something? 
I suppose tbe Art League i* uot mere- 
ly to exact a semi-annual creation for 
those who can express themselves 
in paint and plaster. I suppose it 
vaguely aspires to spread the knowl- 
edge of Art in this community. We 
are ignorant enough of it, t am sure. 
Why couldn't some of tbe artists have 
had for their contribution the creation 
of an intelligent public? They might 
have worked up a i-eries of popular 
articles, telling us the right way to 
see pictures 


Miss Pallet.—One reason is because 
there is no short cut. It is the study 
of pictures themselves that brings 
this* knowledge of them 
Miss Minor —But how do you study 


a picture? Can we not know any 
marks of difference between good and 
bad painting? I have stood dumbly 
before pictures and louged inexpressi- 
bly to know why some had been 
awarded przes and others not. 


Mrs. Blake —I have followed some 


simple rules for myself, Miss Minor, 
and with Miss Feodora's assistance I 
will tell you what I have done 
All 
Yes, Mrs. Blake. 
Do, do. 


Will jou be so kind? 
Mrs. Blake —First, I look at the 


hand-work—coloring, drawing, paiut- 
mg. If they are ban, the picture will 
be worthless. 
As we enter a gallery, 


we are caressed by color. Ttie eye 
naturally se-s the "bright colors first, 
but I distrust them. So few artist-- 
have been "colonists " Young artists, 
I find, revel in warmth. Older ones 
are wiser and know that the low tones 
can be more succe-sfully blended. 


Miss Pallet.—Excuse me, Aunt 
Mary, I can add Herr Fernau's 
testimony to that. 
He advi«ed me to 


paint au umn splendor with autumu 
skies beclouded. 


Mrs. Blake.—I wish, Fedora, that 


you would talk for me. 


J is8 Pallet.—No, I can only inter- 
rupt. 


Mrs. Blake —To proceed, then, I 


have found that reserve in color often 
means gain in perspective, atmosphere 
and feeling 


Mrs Stanton.—But would you con 


demn all high coloring? Surely there 
are blue nky, red leaves, yellow trees 
and green grans often under a blazing 
sun 
Why not paint them? 


Mrs Blake.—Yes, If we can. 
Art- 
ists suecceed more easily in other 
lines. A quiet thing more often, to 
m; mind, shows tbe sentiment it IB 
meant to show. Atmosphere makes 
such havoc with colors, unless we 
understand atmospheric effects. Re- 
member that objects, trees for in 
stance, bluer and lose tone as they re- 
cede, tbe two fold atmospheric effect, 
and the grayish hlner la truer to nature 
than the green tree in miniature. 


Miss Pallet —Tbe Blotteisque style 
is Ruckin'H name for it. 


Mrs Pettte —Nevertheless, some of 


the impressionist things are just love- 
ly for a lavender and white room. 


Miss 
Minor —(Aside) 
I 
should 


think so! And for any room. 


Mrs. 
Blake —Besides atmospheric 


effects, we muat consider tone Col 
ors have fllfferent values, or tonpfl 
A 


green tree here, and one H half mile 
distant—are they the came? In bright 


jsunlight and under a cloud? An alge- 
roba and a cocoanut? Do you see what 
I mean by values? I look to see if the 
different values are maintained. 


Then textures. 
Are they flesh, 


^wood, stone, cloth, air or water? Or 


the Imagination dub a palace 
is white, marble, whether it 


looks snow or stucco? And we call a 
•pink and white oval a human face— 
by imagination, 
Miss Minor.—But the faces are so 


patchy, tbe lights ao exaggerated! 
The reds so dark, tbe pinks and yel- 
lows so bright, the tip of the nose is 
always polished. 
Mrs. Blake.—Then go away as far 


as possible and look. The proverb is, 
"The emell of paint is unhealthy." 


Miss Pallet.— Herr Fernau used to 


put bis face close to a picture as we 
stood at the end of tbe room and com- 
pared the real with the painted face. 
Find someone to do that for you, Mies 
Minor, and you will be surprised at 
the deep colors that are in any face, 
and tbe high lights. 


Mrs. Blake.— Then I ask myself 


another question: Does tbe light come 
from only one direction? Does one 
atmosphere envelop the whole pic- 
ture? 
But color is not all. I see you look 


happier, Miss Minor. Are we coming 
nearer to tbe answer to your question ? 
So many of us are confident that we 
can see—that at least we can judge of 
drawing. 


Miss Pallet.—(From the depths of 


her chair). Alas ! Tbe natural eye is 
at enmity with art 
It needs train- 


ing.Miss Minor.—Why can't we judge 
drawing? 
Mrs. Blake.—Won11 you tell us, 


Fedora ? 
Miss Pallet.—'Von do not draw. 


You do not see. Yon do not know 
exactly. But you have general im 
pressions. And you have some sense 
of proportions. 
With that look, ob- 


serve, study closely, as Fernau says. 
But sometimes artists prefer to sug- 
gest rather than draw exactly 
Even 


to distort, apparently; all to give an 
appearance of motion, of life, and this 
is difficult. 
Old Michael Angelo's 


figures always seem to be writhing or 
stretching, moving or about to move. 


Miss Minor.—I believe I have felt 
that myself, only I called them "dif- 
ferent." 
Mrs. Blake.— Individuality it is. 


When it carries us away in spite of 
rules, it is genius. 
But shall we discdss this further? I 
see that Mrs. Stauton and Mrs. Pettee 
are thinking of other calls. 
Mrs. Stanton.—I. mustgonow, butl 
am sorry to leave. I have been follow- 
ing you, and I am determined to be a 
trifle more intelligent hereafter in my 
Art dissipations. 
Mrs. Pettee.—Very Interesting, lam 
sure. I've been charmed, but 1 muat 


[Both ladies make their bows and 


depart iu a shower of Good After- 
noons. 
The three remaining draw 


their chairs nearer ] 
Miss Minor. O, Mrs. Blake, I 


really ought to ru" in and see Irma, 
but can't you tell me just a little 
more? About the different kinds of 
pictures, for instance? 


Mrs. Blake.—Once I memorized a 


running criticism, so to speak. Shall 
I recite it like a school boy? I have 
forgotten part of it, aud tbe author, 
but it ruus somewhat like this: Iu 
landscapes look for color, tone, atmos- 
phere, light and shade; feeling and 
grandeur sometimes.

Representation 
League held in 


Saratoga, 
N. Y., William Dudley 


Faulke gave an exhaustive discus- 
sion of the various systems of elec- 
toral reforms inaugurated to insure 
the proper representation of all min- 
ority voters. The cumulative system 
which is the best known is charac- 
terized as having many advantages 
over the present method, but has 
delects which are decidedly against 
its being put in general use. 
Un- 


der the 
cumulative system each 


voter may divide their suffrages, 


HO as to give any one of the three 
candidates three votes, or two for 
one and one' for another, or one 
and a half vote? to each of two 
candidates. 
This method aims at 


proportional 
representation 
but 


does not secure it as is the case 
when the votes are centered on a 
popular man, thereby electing the 
two remaining candidates by ji 
minority vote. The minority se- 
cures a representation but the rep- 
resentation is by no means propor- 
tional. 


As is the case in many of the re- 


forms inaugurated in the republi- 
can form of government it is neces- 
sary to turn to Switzerland to ob- 
tain a system that reaches the best 
degree of perfection. The competi- 
tive free list system has been adopt- 
ed in four of the Swiss cantons and 
has proved the best of the plans 
thus far evolved. 
Each voter has 


as many votes as there are candi- 
dates, and he may distribute them 
as he pleases, giving one to each 
candidate. 
The parties to which 


these candidates belong are desig- 
nated by title in the ballot papers. 
"Should the voter not use the en- 
tire number of votes to which he is 
entitled, his votes are counted for 
the party which he 
designates.
